Any person interested, who has presented a petition which has not been withdrawn, may 
appeal from the decision of the Local Government Board, confirming the order, to the judge of 
assize for the count}' in which it is proposed that house accommodation shall be provided or land 
taken compulsorily. The judge of assize shall hear the appeal, and determine all questions arising 
thereon, and may either confirm the order, with or without amendment, or disallow the same, and. 
may award costs to be paid by or to any of the parties to the appeal. Rules of court regulating the 
practice, procedure, and costs applicable to appeals under this section, and prescribing the time 
within which an appeal may be made by the authority having power to make rules of court for the 
supreme court ” — (Mr. Long).
